There can be no doubtjjia-t the buz- 


zard Is the living aeroplane iu perfec- 
tion 
It cannot sail against the wind 


except as other birds do—by sheer pow- 
er of moving wings—but It can sail at 
amazing speed before the wind, at 
•igbt angles to the wind and can sail 
within a few points of the wind 


When there Is no wind Its flight is 


clumsy—not much of an Improvement 
on the flying of a hen 
Authors are 


wont to describe tbe buzzard as sail- 
ing in the sky on days when the 
earth perspires beneath a sultry, still 
atmosphere 
But it will also be re 


membered that these authors invari- 
ably describe the buzzard as being 
"a speck in the brassy heavens " As a 
matter of fact that Is just tbe point 
of the buzzard's aerial knowledge 
When there is no breeze close to the 
earth It Is always to be observed roost 
ing In a tree or flying laboriously Into 
the zenith until it finds an upper cur

The Doylestown correspondent of tbe 


Ke«town Enterprise says tbat in recent 
yeaifl n great deal of work haa been done 
in the Oourt House towards preserving 
and classifying old court records 
No 


doubt this work was stimulated by the 
growing interest in genealogy and local 
history 
It costs something to preeene 


theae old records, but what still lomains 
ought to be saved from tho tooth of time 
Many ol the old papers filed in the ar 
chives of tbe county during or prior to the 
Revolutionary War have been lost or de 
stroyed 
Indeed many records of a more 


recent date have guttered similar fates 
What an imalnablo aouioe of information 
they would now be If they were at hand 
safely preserved in the Oourt House' 
When General Davis was collecting ma 
terial for his excellent county bistory 
more than a quarter of a century ago he 
found that 
many 
documents 
which 


ahould have been in the offlcoo v.eie gone 
He was pniliaps the first to suggest 
their hiatorlcal and genealogical value, 
and from that time some lort of systo 
matlo eftorts have been madu o preserve 
them 
It is quite probable that some 
bate boen loat or mialaid since that time 
especially uhen tho new Court House \\aa 
build in 1877

that valuable documents wore discovered 
when the old Oourt House was torn down

Early in the nineteenth century—about 


1812—the property passed into the pos

John Van Possen was the first settler

about 1812, but was rebuilt. Ibis soon 
became a flourishing little settlement,

1813 on tbe south side of the oreek and 
called Lower Black Eddy and when estab 
lishod on thd north side in 1838, it bo 
came known as Point Pleasant,

The Doylestown correspondent of tbe 


Ne^town Enterprise says that ia recen 
yeara a great deal of work has been done 
in the Oourt House towards preserving 
and classifying old court records 
N( 


doubt this work was stimulated by tbe 
growing Interest in genealogy and loca 
history 
It oosts something to preaervt 


these old records but what still remains 
ought to be saved from the tooth of time 
Many of tbe old papers filed in tbe ar 
chives of the county during or prior to tbe 
Bevolntionary War have been lost or de 
stroyed 
Indeed, many records of a more 


recent date have suffered similar fates 
What an invaluable source of information 
they would now be If they were at band, 
safely preserved in the Court House 
When General Davis was collecting ma 
teriat for hia excellent oounty history, 
more than a quarter of a century ago, he 
found that 
many 
documents 
which 


ahould have been In the offices weie gone 
He was pnrhaps the first to suggest 
their historical and genealogical value, 
and from that time some sort of syste 
matio efforts have been made o preserve- 
tbem 
It ia qnite probable that some 


have been lost or mislaid slnoe that time, 
especially \vheu tho new Court House -nai 
build in 1877 
It will be remembera 


that valuable documents were discovered 
when the old Court House was torn down 
Now all such papers are scrupulously pre- 
served 
Those in tbe Quarter Sessions 


Ofnce, from which probably the largeal 
aumber has been lost, are now being pul 
Into systematic order by Warren S Ely 
librarian of the Historical Society, aided 
by Deputy Clerk Elmer E f u n k 
When 


the manner tn which the early reoorda 
were taken in consideration, the wonder 
Is not that so many are lost, but that any 
remain 


Prior to the Revolution, while the 


county seat was located first 'at Bristol 
and then at Newtown, there was no place 
where the records could be conveniently 
and safely kept. They were taken away 
rom the offices at night and kept in the 
lomes of the official,* until the next day 
Even at that time private houses were re 
cognized as such an unsafe depository 
bat the matter was brought np in the 
Honso of Representatives as early as 1772 
when a law bearing on the subject was 
enacted

Automatic Gnu Prohibited.
